Advices from Mare Island N ivy

Yard btate that a letter has been re-

ceived from Navy officials at WhhIi
ington, Indicating that the collier
Prometheus is to tn converted into
an oil carrying itaaRMH'.

At present the vaaael Is at the
Navy yard undergoing repairs to
damage received In the trip to Hono
lulu and back, where the big collier
was sent for tb purpose of towing
the disabled cruiser Chattanooga to
Bremerton.

The vessel is at present arranged
for the conveyance of coal onl . but
it is understood that II is the desire
of the Naval officers to send some oi
the torpedo destroyers to
the Atlantic In the near future, and
that the Prometheus Is to accoiiip.-ui-

them as an oil tender.
It is estimated that the chancine of

the collier from a coal carrier to ;i

tanker will require the expenditure oi
between 140,000 and $60,000, and It
ib said that work will begin at an
early date. There is a rumor current
at the Navy Yard that the vessel,
the sister ship of the Prometheus, at
present on the Atlantic station, is
also to be changed to an oil carrier.
This is said to be on account of the
ordering some of the crui
sers from the Atlantic to the Pacific
in the near future.
